The First Life—A New Death Test 
—A Fly Parasite of Kats—The Glid­ 
ing Boat—Cork from Cellulose— Con­ 
sumptives That Grow Fat—A Family 
with Many Teeth—Dissolved Gas— 
i’olisorial Sanitation—A Needed in ­ 
vention.

The beginnings of life have been 
lately studied by Miss Kina Monti in 
some of the newer lakes ot the Alps. 
In the Lakes of the Sercas, which has 
been formed within the memory ot 
present inhabitants, only live species 
of life are to be fonnd, aud these are 
all plants, four being diatoms. In 
Oug and Tiguaga, two older lakes, 
animal forms—feeding upon the dia 
toms—have begun to appear. 
The 
observations make it evident that 
life in a lake begins with diatoms 
that absorb the carbonic acid dis­ 
solved in the water, aud that the next 
stage is the development of simple an­ 
imal organisms, like rbizopods, that 
subsist on vegetable forms already 
existing. Geologists have inferred 
that the lirst life on earth began in 
the ocean in this same way. 
A newly-suggested test of death— 
claimed to ho infallible—depeuds 
upon the alleged fact that hydrogen 
sulphide always forms in the lungs 
within twelve to twenty-four hours 
after death, and finds its way out of 
the body through the air passages. 
The presonce of the gas is determined 
by placing in the nostril ct the sup­ 
posed coipse a piece of absorbent 
paper moistened with a solution ot 
lead acetate, i'he paper is blackened 
by any trace of the gas, but remains 
unchanged if life still lingers in the 
body. 
The new fly of Last Africa, describ­ 
ed by W. Donitz as Cordylobia m u­ 
rium, was discovered by Dr. Robert 
Koch as parasites in the skin of rats 
suspected of plague. Flies batched 
trom the maggots in just one month. 
It is supposed that the eggs are laid 
in the earth, aud that the larvae at­ 
tach themselves to the parts of the 
rats touching the ground, l.arvae of 
another fly of the same germ are 
tnuud in boils of railroad builders in 
Guinea. 
the new gilding boat made in t’aiis 
by Levavasseur aud Leip consist es­ 
sentially of a ligbt, pointed rraiu sec­ 
tion, which is connected by a light 
waod platform two feet long to a large 
float tail thirty feet long. The lor- 
ward section contains the motor, from 
which a shaft runs to the propeller 
in the tail. The rear end ot the tail 
is almost submerged, While (he for­ 
ward end aud the main boat float on 
the surface, aud are almost lilted out 
of the water by the action ot the pru- 
peiler. The new titty horse power 
eight-cylinder Antoinette motor is 
used. In calm weather the new form 
ot boat glides very rapidly on the sur­ 
face ol the water, and in rough water 
—this being the special advantage 
claimed over sliding and ordinary 
boats—it is able to run at fair speed. 
The artificial cork of a recent French 
patent is made of a mixture of amor­ 
phous cellulose (pith ot rushes, pow­ 
dered cocoauut shells or paper pulp), 
fibrous cellulose (thistle down, tex­ 
tiles or esparto puip) and agglutiuat 
ing cellulose (solution ot mtio-ceilu- 
iose.) Glass-lined moulds witn small 
holes for the escape of vapors are used 
io shape the pasty composition. The 
volatile solvents of the nitrocellulose 
are evaporated, the corks are removed 
from the’moulds, and the uitro-cellu- 
lose is denitrated by a reducing 
agent. The finished material is given 
resistance to water by dipping into 
tungstic acid. 
Tuberculous patients that live and 
grow tat are reported byDr Uuilhaud, 
a French physician. He has found a 
form of tuberculosis that remainsJn 
the condition t>f a local leisou, is usu­ 
ally associated with an excessive de­ 
posit of adipose tissue and is curable. 
He believes it arises from implanting 
attenuated Koch bacilli in so-called 
scrofulous persons. 
While the average man is satislied 
with a maximum of 32 teeth, a Turk 
neai Baiburt, in Asia Minor, boasts 
of 45, all perfect. He belongs to a 
well-toothed family, his mother and a 
sister each having the same number. 
Acetylene is now carefully purified, 
washed and dried, and stored iu cyl­ 
inders in dissolved form, safety in us­ 
ing the compressed gas being thus en­ 
sured. Cylinders ot any desired size 
are Ailed wth such absorbent as asbes­ 
tos or a special charcoal cement,mak 
ing expoision in the cylinder impos­ 
sible, and the porous material is then 
soaked with a fixed quantity ot ace­ 
tone, a volatile organic liquid having 
the peculiar property of absorbing 
twenty-five times its own volume of 
acetylene at atmospheric pressure aud 
60 deg. F., and a greater proportion 
at increased pressure. Xu practice, 
the acetone is so regulated in quan­ 
tity that the. cylinders contain ten 
times their own volume ut acetylene 
for evory atmosphere ot pressure. The 
compression being ten atmospheres, 
the cyiiuder contains 100 times their 
own volume of acetylene or ten times 
more than when the undissr.lved gas 
is compressed iu the ordinary way. 
A register of sanitary hairdressing 
establishments, with a penalty to 
comply with the regulation, is a plan 
of the health officers of Budapest. 
Among the recommendations of the 
medical adviser are that regular 


customers should provide their own 
toilet requisites, thut all shelves and 
llttings should be made of glass, that 
the use of putfs should be discarded 
tor a better method of applying 
powder, that a barber or hairdresser 
should relnse to attend a customer 
apparently suffering from di sense o 
skin or hair, and that all razors and 
combs should be kept tive minutes in 
a live per cent solution of sodium 
carbonte. 
Ladies’ hair curlers and 
tongs would be boiled ten minutes. 
A safety appliance for the hand 
winch is a great mechanical need, in 
the view of Prof. Kapp, of Birming­ 
ham University. 
The danger is not 
so much iu the blow the operator may 
receive as in 'his liability to be 
knocked off his balance and fail when 
working at a consideinble height.

kind of a state school for tho educa 
tion and reformation of stubborn and 
wayward girls it is not impossible 
that it would now have enrolled as 
many as three hundred pupils. It is 
not-improbabe that there are as many 
as that iu tbe state who need to 
attend such a school. On the oocasion 
of my recent visit to tho girls’ de­ 
partment of the state school at 
Whittier there 
wero thirty-seven 
girls in attendance,and iu my opinion 
that was too many. 
lha present management of the 
girls’ school at Whittier is not especi­ 
ally and preeminently to be Idamed 
for conditions that exist, or for tbe 
general want of confidence which the 
courts, the officers aud the people 
entertain for tho school. The school 
never got off right toot foremost, and 
it may be doubted if there has ever 
been a period in its history when it 
rose tully to the requirements of such 
a school. 
A True Bill Found. 
No other indictment needs to be 
died against the school than that 
true bill made out by tbe following 
reoord ot tire terms of sei vice of the 
twelve principals of the school, the 
women who have had the welfare of 
the pupils in their immediate charges: 
Chioe B. Jones, May 27, 1891, to 
May 20, 1892. 
Mrs S. A. Moore, May 20, 1892, to 
November 1, 1892. 
Miss Minnie King, Nov. 1, 1892 to 
December 1, 1892. 
Miss Jessie DeWolte, Dec. 1, 1892. to 
January 8, J895, 
Miss Vesta A. Olmstead, Jan. 8, 
1895, to September 1, 1898, 
Ellen J. Wilson, Sept. 1, 1896, to 
Nov. 11, 1896. 
Mrs M. E. Tbrelkeid, Nov. 1896, to 
February 1, 1398. 
Miss Mary.O’Hara, Feb. 1, 1898, to 
Jane 1, 1901.' 
Mrs M. L. Davis, June 9, 1901, to

The thirteenth principal, iu a little 
more than fifteen aud oue-balf years, 
was mstalled November 1st of this 
year and 1 have not her name. 
Reformation a Life Work. 
The fitness or unfitness of these 
twelve women to perform the services 
tor whiqb they were employed is not 
here in issue. 
I 
have not the re­ 
quisite knowledge ot the tacts in each 
case to warrant the bestowal of praise 
or blame, but 1 do affirm that there 
should have been no such history ot 
rotation in the office of principal ot 
the girls’ school at Whittier. 
There 
is nothing and cau be nothing worth 
while iu such a school without con­ 
tinuity of management. 
The work of formation or re-forma­ 
tion of character is a lite work, and 
especially is this true of the reforma­ 
tion of wayward girls. 
it should be 
entered upon by a woman, mature in 
years, in full command of herselt, 
yet with an open and growing mind, 
who undertakes the work as a devoted 
service aud not as a job. 
A (women 
tit to be principal of such a school is 
worthy ot a generous salary, not a 
measley $70 per month, while there 
are two men in the institution draw­ 
ing $250 eaoh per month —none too 
much either—enough to enable the 
devoted weaker to provide for her 
wants when her work shall have worn 
her out, as it iuevitably will in 15 or 
20 years. 1 should say $1800 a year, 
and found, for tbe woman big enough 
to flil the position. 
Due Will Supreme. 
Given the right woman for the 
place, her will, in tbe management of 
the school, should be supreme. Not 
even her board of trustees should 
venture to interfere iu the manage­ 
ment of the school or do moie than 
to advise and aid and so control tbe 
purse slriugs that tbe iustitution may 
not get into financial deep water. 
And especially there should be no 
wife of the superintendent of the 
boys’ department holding a per­ 
functory position of superintendent 
over the principal of the girls’ school, 
but without any real responsibility 
or burdensome duty to perform. 
Happily that condition does not tow 
exist at Whittier. 
The work of reformation ot crooked 
human characters is one that must 
be grown into. An appreutieesbip-iu 
a well ordeied iustitution engaged in 
similar work would prove heiptnl, 
but it caauot make up for the want 
of the requisite personality. On 
the other hand, the requisite per­ 
sonality can make up for tbe want ot 
a previous institution training. 
tt was up to the several boards ot 
trustees, and the superintendents of 
tbe larger institution, to find tbe 
right woman for the place of superin­ 
tendent, or priucipal, of the girls’ 
school at Whittier, and then keep her 
until she is wore out. Either they 
have not found the right woman, or 
they have not kept her when they 
have found her, and a substantial 
failure has beeu scored. 
Divorce a Vinculo. 
Two years ago 1 became convinced 
that the state of California should 
either go out of the girls’ reformation 
business or divorce the girls’ depart- 


mea- 
bave 


ment from, the hoys’ at Whittier 
state school, and establish a new in­ 
stitution at some other place. 
The entire farm and equipment at 
Whittier are needed fcr the delin­ 
quent boyhood of California under 
sixteen years of age, or will be needed 
until the several counties and cities 
of the state have awakened to a realiz­ 
ation of the valne of truant schools 
for preventing |boys from becoming 
delinquent. A more thorough segre­ 
gation and classification ot Whittier 
boys are needed than can be had 
under existing conditions. 
The work of reforming a wrong 
headed giil is so different from tlmt 
of a boy that it is asking too much of 
one management that it shall perform 
both functions. 
1 submit to the people of Cali 
fomia that an experiment that has 
been conducted for fifteen years with­ 
out furnishing satisfactory results has 
been conduoted long enough. It is 
time to try something else. 
The Failure Not Total. 
Those who have thoughtfully 
sured Whittier school lor girls 
found it wanting, but this is not say­ 
ing that its failure is total, or that it 
has done no good. Many girls have 
gone out from Whittier to behave 
themselves reputably thereafter, just 
as more than half the prisoners sent 
to that schocl-fór-crime kuown as 
Ban Quentin prison go out from there 
never to be beard from, criminally, 
therafter. One jolt was enough for 
him. 
All the Whittier school girls want 
to go home. 
They can go home 
within a teasonable time if they be­ 
have themselves, and in many cases, 
perhaps most, that condition prece­ 
dent is sufficient. They have felt the 
band of the law upon the sfaonlder. 
and have not liked the grip of it. It 
brings them to their senses, but that 
works no radical reformation in the 
character ot the pupil and does not 
send the pupil out much better 
equipped to battle with the forces of 
evil. 
The stain of committment is 
inflicted without supplying the com­ 
pensating washing out of that stain 
by work mete for repentance. They 
are made sorry for ' the punishment 
rather than for the sin. 
The Limitation of the School. 
The faults 1 find with tne Whittier 
School for girls are, in the main, as 
follows: 
1. There Is no proper segregation 
of the morally perverted form the 
merely wayward, the unchaste from 
the stubborn, the leader from the 
led, the younger trom the older aud 
more hardened 
The buildings are 
there for it, 
but there is in the 
management no realizing sense of tbe 
importance of such segregation and 
classification. 
2. There is^ rro adequate industrial 
training and trades teaching. There 
are cooking and sewing to be sure, 
but no cooking or sewing schools, 
nothing making an unremitting de­ 
mand upon the half dormant intel­ 
lectual life of the pnpil. 
There 
should he, and could be, if the 
necessity were keenly felt, schools 
for cooking, sewing, dressmaking 
and milinery, and to this end the law 
should not only permit articles to be 
made for all the women on the 
ground, but lor outside custom so 
tar as necessary for a full training in 
doing real things. 
3. There is little in the way of 
instruction in those accomplishments 
which mean so rnach in the life of 
every girl and which contribute so 
much toward establishing in her mind 
a heathful self-respect, always funda­ 
mental in developing a robust moral 
character. 
4. 1 have upon my visits to this 
institution failed to And adequate 
manifestation of a full realization ot 
the significance of the task in band, 
aud also that esprit de coros, and 
that consecration to a noble service 
which 1 hold to bo inseparable from 
any true reformatory work. 
‘ 
1 used to think that one could not 
reasonably hope that a state institu­ 
tion could rise to the exalted ideal 1 
have attempted to set forth, but 1 
have bad reason to change my opin­ 
ion. This high end can as well be 
attained iu a state institution as else­ 
where, it the job be turned over to 
some capable woman and left abso­ 
lutely iu her hands, toN choose h :r 
own assistants and work out the pro­ 
blem in her own way, supporting her 
in all reasonable efforts and thwart­ 
ing her in none. It is the only way, 
Product of Broken Homes. 
The thirty-seven girls at Whittier 
state school are 
not essentially 
differeut from outside girls. Three- 
fourths cf them are trom broken 
homes aud are untrained, undis­ 
ciplined, ui.taught and nnsateguard- 
ed during those tempestuous years 
when youth is a perpetual intoxica­ 
tion, and tbe age of discretion has 
not yet dawned. 
Inasmuch as the 
courts, aud tho lenient divorce laws 
of Califoruia are going on breaking 
homes at the rate ot some 2,000 a 
year, the state owes it to itself to do 
something better worth while tor the 
salvage ol the flotsam and jetsam of 
dome:tic storm aud stress than has 
heretofore been done at the girls’ 
school at Whittier. 
My voice is for a separate state 
school tor wayward girls.

SAN FRANCISCO 
LET TER . 


San Franoisco, November 28":—Ban 
Fraucisoo is tbe city that is. and is 
no longer the city that was. 
Ban 
E’rancisco has found herself, despite 
tbe croakings of those who looked 
upon her ruins and predicted evil 
and despair. When the disaster caaie 
to Ban Francisco it carried away 
many of her buildings, but her people 
were lelt, and ot those who went 
away during those days wheu chaos 
reigned, all have come back who can 
And place to stay, and fifty thousand 
more are waiting to get in. On every 
hand residences, cottages, flats and 
apartment houses are going up as 
rapidly as forty thousand skilled 
artisans can put material together. 
Helping these skilled men in tbe 
building trades are fifteen thousand 
ether men removing debris, hauliDg 
material, building street railways, 
laying gas and water mains, stringing 
electrio wires, and doing the thou­ 
sand and o d 6 things that mast be 
done to bring Ban Franoisco back to 
her own. 
( 
The old atmosphere of Ban I ran 
cisco is here, and when one gets away 
from tbe burned district into that 
part of the city which has been chang­ 
ed from the residence portion to a 
new business section, he finds tbe 
same gaiety, the same care-free happy 
people, who made Ban Francisco what 
it was before the Are—the best place 
to live in on the face of the earth. 
Estimates of the population change 
every day, and they range from the 
mbst pessimistic of 325,000 to that of 
the most optimistic, 4110,000. 
It is 
sate to say that the latter figure is 
not far from the mark. 
If ODe desire to learn'what is beiDg 
done toward providing homes in Ban 
Francisco let him go over toward 
North Beaob, between Russian Bill 
and Telegraph Hill. 
There yon will 
see that the sides of both bills, from 
the valley between clear to the top, 
are covered with new buildings .that 
are housing 
thousands who 
were 
driven away by the fire. 
Just how 
many houses have been built one may 
not dare venture eveD an estimate, 
fot they are going up so rapidly that 
today’s estimate would be wrong to­ 
morrow. 
Down in the business dis 
trict, where everything was wiped 
out, each week now sees changes that 
indicate the fulfillment of tbe pre­ 
diction made in these letters several 
mouths ago—that the world would be 
astonished at the rapidity of the re­ 
construction and rehabilitation of 
San Franoisco. 
Hundreds of brick, 
and stone, and reinforced concrete 
been finished aud 
business firms, who 
business than tbev 
ever did before the tire. These build­ 
ings are being completed with a rapid- 
ltv that is astonishing even to the 
Ban Franciscan who is accustomed to 
having things done in a hurry. 
It is said of Ban E'rancisco that a 
city of shacks is going up. It should 


be remembered that two cities are 
being built at tbe same time; one a 
city to live and do bnsiness in while 
the at her, permanent, is in the build­ 
ing. All over tbe city these shacks 
are to be found, bnt it is evident 
that they will remain but a short 
time, for the permanent structures 
are encroaching upon them day by 
day, and as the good buildings go up 
tbe poor ones come down.' Since the 
latter part of May, when the board 
of works renewed the issuance- of 
building permits, there have been 
permits to the value of $32,000,000 
already issued, and in reconstruction 
work nearly $60,000,000 have been 
spent. This means that something is 
doing in the city that is. 
Ot fifty-seven miles of streets that 
were rendered impassable forty miles 
have been cleared, and the Yeraaining 
seventeen are streets'in those parts of 
the city which are little used for 
traffic. 
Seventy-five per cent of the 
street car lines are in aotive opera­ 
tion, and the rest are being rehabili­ 
tated as rapidly as men can do it. 
While traffic of the' streets has been 
resumed nearly all ‘over the city, even 
the sidewalks in the down town dis­ 
trict have been replaced on a majority 
of the streets. 
The garish decoration of- strange 
restaurants may not be so prominent 
a feature in those hannts where 
strangers were taken around China­ 
town, and on the fringe of the Barbary 
Coast, or up on Telegraph hill, but 
many of the old restaurants are back 
on the former location, with just as 
good meals, and serving the same 
strange dishes. 
The “ atmosphere” 
of which artists and Bohemians rave 
will be back long before the city is 
entirely rebuilt, for climate, location 
and people have remained, aud it is 
a combination of these that make the 
genuine Ban Francisco “ atmosphere.”

J APARESE QUESTION TO THE F0EE 


It is sate to say tbat tbe position 
taken by President Roosevelt on tbe 
Japanese question in his message, will 
stii tbe people of tbe Pacific slope 
states as they have not been stirred 
since tbe civil war. 
The same argu­ 
ments were urged in behalf ot tbe ad ­ 
mission of Chínese tc ail tbe privileges 
accoided otber races som e twenty five 
years ago tbat are now brought forth 
in behalf of the Japanese. 
It required 
many years to educate tbe eastern 
and m iddle western states to tbe ex ­ 
clusion of Mongolians. 
The same 
fight is now on with regard to tbe 
Japanese. 
Let it be adm itted tbai 
tbe Japanese are the most enlightened 
and progressive of O iiental nations 
They are valiant in war, and equally 
suocessful in the arts of peace. 
They 
have fairly earned 
tbe right to be 
classed witb tbe most cultured and 
progressive of nations. 
All tbis is 
not seriously disputed. But that does 
not reach tbe core of tbe question 
There is a deep-rooted prejudice in 
tbe minds of American citizens to 
any influx ot Asiatics to these sbores 
Tbis feeling is not a mere sentim ental 
une to tbe dwellers of tbe Pacific 
coast. 
It is based 
on experience. 
We bave been brought in 'coutact 
with tbe Mongolians, and we do not 
want them as fellow citizens, or com 
pam ous iu any 
way. O tber sections 
of tbe Union having no experience 
in tbis direction, bave not tbis pre­ 
judice, and wonld torce an undesii- 
able population npon us. 
If they 
understood tbe m atter as we under­ 
stand it, they would feel exactly as 
we do, and want to shut them out 
precisely as we do. 
If tbe conditions 
were 
reversed, 
and 
Japan 
were 
threatened 
witb 
an 
invasion 
of 
(Jansasians to such an extent as to 
disturb tbe labor 
m arket and tbe 
educational 
system of tbat nation, 
would there not be some steps taken 
in tbat 
country 
to ward off tbe 
danger. 
Of coarse tbere is no daDger 
from tbis sonrse. 
Tbe bigber paid 
laborers are not going to imm igiate 
in 
any 
form idable 
numbers to a 
country 
were 
a 
far-lower 
wage 
schedule exists. 
Tbat tbe little brown men and tbeir 
children are acoorded free education 
in separate schools should be snffi 
cient. 
This ought not to wound the 
sensibilities of tbe Japanese. 
Tbe 
same discrim ination is lesorted to 
toward tbe colored race in the south­ 
ern states. 
They are not perm itted 
to ride in the same car witb white 
folks in some states. 
Why, insist 
tbat tbe people of C alifornia sbail 
associate witb Japanese as with tbeir 
own race. 
The tru tb is they will not 
do so, no m atter wbat tbe 
treaty 
obligations demand, or tbe interpre­ 
tation placed therein by the president 
or by congress. 
Japanese ways are 
not our ways. 
Tbey are of diffeient 
mental, moral and physical make-np. 
We cannot assim ilate witb them, aud 
would not if we conld. 
N either can 
tbey assim ilate witb American 
ways. 
The trade we have with Japan is not 
worthy of m ention as an offset to tbe 
adm ission of Japanese as citizens, or 
on term s of social 
equality. 
Fai 
better tbat we sell not a dollar’s worth 
of goods to these island people than 
throw tbe gates wide open for their 
entrance. On tbis issue tbe opponents 
ot Japanese citizenship or admission 
to this country are standing for tbe 
true interests ot tbe United States. 
We have too mucb m ixture of races 
here 
already. 
We bave 
tried to 
absorb tbe 
hordes not only from 
Edrope, but from Africa and Asia, 
and the experim ent has proved a flat 
failure. 
We realize this, if President 
Roosevelt does not. 
S trict exclusion 
of tbe Japanese, as well as other 
Asiatics is tbe only path of national 
protection and safety.

AZTEC ARCHITECTURE. 


W o n d e r fu l 
E n d u ran ce: 
o f 
th e 
O ld 
M e x ic a n B u ild in g s . 
The Mexicans or the Aztee Indians 
can give the people of the United 
States lessons in architecture and in 
solid construction of buildings. There ' 
are buildings standing today in the 1 
City of Mexico that have stood for 
three centuries and are in an excellent 
state of preservation. There is not a 
frame building in the city. There are 
a few adobe, but most all are stone, 
brick or cement. 
There is a brick 
building down in the old part of the 
town that was erected prior to 1-150. 
It shows that so long ago as that the 
Indians were experts in the manufac­ 
ture of bricks. 
But probably 80 per 
cent of all the buildings are made of 
concrete cemeut. Cement and concrete 
have been used successfully In Mexico 
for 500 years, and all the cathedrals 
and churches are of that material. On 
the line of the Vera Cruz Pacific can 
be seen the ruins of Toro Bravo, where 
there are evidences of a city ruined 
centuries ago. There are some twenty 
pyramids of solid cement which must 
have been erected over 500 years ago. 
One of these pyramids is 170 feet in 
height, and on the summit rests a 
cement ledge thirty feet In diameter. 
This, as well as others, is of filigree 
work and carved statuary. 
Near this stands another of white 
limestone, built in four terraces, with 
carvings aud ornamentations which 
would put to shame the modern Amer­ 
ican sculptor. It has stood all these 
centuries, yet the limestone is much 
easier broken than the cement. Think 
of a town of almost 400,000 persons, 
and the fire record is three in one year. 
The inside walls of many of the build­ 
ings are as much as six feet through, 
and all buildings are built around 
courts. There Is no provision in any 
of them for fires, and at the present 
time small coal oil stoves are selling 
in the city for $20—the same that sell 
for $3 In the states. The floors are of 
stone, the ceiling3 of filigree cement, 
the wails of coarse plaster and almost 
without exception hand painted. The 
architecture on many buildings In the 
republic shows thnt the Indian of cen­ 
turies ago was ahead of the modern 
builder of today. — H obart News-Re­ 
publican.

Whiskey Men’s Troubles. 
An internal revenue officer was In 
Jackson rocently, 
to ascertain if 
possible whether the stringent regula­ 
tions ot Uncle Sam in the matter ol 
liquur dealing were being violated in 
any way. One of these sleuths in the 
employ of the federal government 
drops in occasionally, uninvited and 
unlooked for. 
They have a plan of 
operations peculiarly their own. 
A 
brass band outfit to herald their com­ 
ing is not according to their notions. 
The visitor in thia city lately, so far 
as we can learn, found nothing very 
much out of tbo way here. 
It is re­ 
ported that one saloon keeper was 
subjected to a penalty for doiug busi­ 
ness without a license iu his own 
name. 
It must be remembered that 
liquor licenses are issued to the 
individual and not to the premises. 
A man buying out a saloon is re­ 
quired to take out a new license. He 
cannot carry on busiueas on the 
license issued to his predecessor, uo 
matter it- the period covered by that 
license has not expired, ib e revenue 
laws are frequently changed, and 
liquor men 
will do well to keep 
posted on the changes, and thereby 
avoid liability to penalties. ln]Sacra- 
mento lately a number of saloon man 
were naught in the government net 
through ignorance of the law. 
The 
Sunday News explains it in this wise: 
it seems that the revenue laws, as 
recently amended, lequire that when 
saloon men or others desire to reduot 
the proof of whiskey by the addition 
of water or otherwise, they may do sc 
iu the demijohn, but not iu the barrel 
unless they hold a rectiQer’s license. 
No saloon man thinks ot needing a 
rectifier's license, and, accordingly, 
is in the habit ot leducing high proof 
whiskey in the barrel by adding 
water. 
The inspector easily found 
out this fact,.aud wheu he had com­ 
pleted his quest quietly disclosed his 
identity.^ The result is that numbers 
of liquor dealers bavo been compelled 
to pay iu tines snug sums that will go 
to enrich the fat surplus in the 
federal treasury. 
It was all owing to 
a misunderstanding ot the new regula­ 
tions and not to any discovery of in­ 
jurious adulterations or to any inten­ 
tion to evade the law. 
Some of the 
best known places iu the city have 
be3n caught iu tiie goverumeut drag­ 
net aud have bad to respond in heavy 
Ones. Captain John Cook is said to 
have been fined 8230. 
The Peter 
Menken saloon was taxed 8150 aud 
Frauk Dietiicb 81ÜÜ. 
There weie 
several others, but their oames could 
not be ascertained. 
The inspector does not claim that 
saloon men were guilty of trying to 
impose on th e public, bnt only that 
they did not follow the letter of the 
law in regard to reducing whiskey in 
demijobus and barrels.

An Amador Pioneer 


Dies in San Francisco.

MINING NOTES, 


Zeila—This mine was shutdown, so 
far as the extraction of ore is con­ 
cerned, last Friday in order to do the 
necessary repairs to the shaft. 
The 
mill also came to a standstill early 
this week. 
The suipburets works 
are still running, and have enough 
concentrates ou hand to last about 
three weeks. 
Over sixty miners were 
laid off, for the time being.

SUNDAY TRADING. 


M arU tis amtl F a ir s la C lin reliy a rils In 
E a r ly E n g la n d . 
It may safely .he assorted that from 
the time of the Conquerir (1006-41:87) 
Sunday trading received much atten­ 
tion.

rifices. 
Male llamas only were killed. 
The wool belonged to the Inca aud 
was stored iu the government deposi­ 
tario 
a:ul dealt out according as the 
people's wants required. 
In this way 
they were provided with warm cloth­ 
ing. A\ hen they had worked up enough 
wool iuto clothing for themselves they 
were then employed iu working up 
material for the Inca. 
The distribu­ 
tion of the wool and superintendence 
of its manufacture were in the hands 
of officers appointed for the purpose. 
No one was allowed to he idle. 
Idle­ 
ness was a crime and was severely 
punished. 
All the mines belonged to the Inea 
and were worked for his benefit. The 
various employments were usually iu 
the hands of a few and became heredi­ 
tary. 
What the rather was, that the 
;on became. A great part of the agri­ 
cultural products was stored iu grana­ 
ries scattered up and down the coun­ 
try and was dealt out to the people as 
required. 
It will thus tie seen that 
there was no chance for a man -to be­ 
come rich, neither could he become 
poor. The spirit of speculation had no 
existence there.—Chambers’ Journal.
